WIGAN OUT 
British sculptor Willard Wigan didn’t do very well in 
school when he was a kid, but he did have an unusual 
talent: He would make tiny houses and playgrounds for 
ants and then coat the objects with honey or sugar to 
get the insects to play in them. 

These days, people travel from all over the world to 


get a look—through a microscope— 
at Willard’s artwork. His creations 
include a Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs (/eft) and a Statue of Liberty 
(right), both in the eye of a needle, 
and a polar bear on a grain of sugar. 
Willard uses miniature sealpels and 
blades to carve his microsculptures 
out of wood. Then he uses a single 
hair to paint them. To keep his 
hands from shaking while he works, 
Willard says he holds his breath 
and tries to cut the wood during 
moments between his heartbeats. 


NICE THREADS 
Ray Materson makes tiny tapes- 
tries out of bits of thread that he 
gets by taking apart socks. Each 
carefully stitched scene is 24/1 inches 
high by 2!/2 inches wide and takes 
40 to 50 hours to complete. Ray first 
got the idea of weaving pictures 
when he was in jail in 1988. He 
remembered how his grandmother 
used to spend hours embroidering. 
Since he couldn’t buy fabric or 
thread, Ray used pieces of his bedsheets and unraveled his 
socks to get different colors of thread. 

Creating art gave Ray something to do and helped him 
remain hopeful about his future. Now he lives with his wife

MAKING A POINT 
When Dalton Ghetti was seven or 
eight, he started carving objects out of 
pieces of tree bark.
